Washington, Oct. 2.—A provi-j 
sional five year truce on settle­ 
ment 
of 
the 
$4,200,000,000, 
French debt of the United States j 
will be laid before congress and 
the French parliament as the 
sole result of eight days of 
stormy negotiations here be­ 
tween the American and French 
debt funding commissions. 
If ratified by both France will 
pay to the United States $40,- 
000,000 a year for the next five 
years. At t^e end of that time, 
the question of full payment of j 
the debt will be re-opened, if not 
before. 
“The total paym ents offered imply 1 
a return of the principal of the debt; 
and somewhat less than one per cen t! 
per annum ,” the American Commission I 
informed Caillaux. 
Then, without further attem pting to 
get Caillaux to raise the offer, the 
Americans proposed their five j^ear 
truce. 
The negotiations opened tm Sept. 24, 
with an offer by the French of pay- J 
inents as follows: 
125,000,000 a year for five years; j 
$30,000,000 a year for the next live' 
years; 
$60,000,000 for the next ten; 
years and $90,000,000 for th e last 42 J 
years. 
The Americans re je cte d ‘this as in 
adequate and countered with substan 
tially the British term s of full repay­ 
m ent of principal with interest at 3 1-2 
percent. 
The French replied by reiterating 
their 
original 
proposal, 
which 
the 
Americans again rejected. 
The Americans, however, in the in­ 
tere st of a settlement, made a new 
offer, consolidating the entire debt, 
m aking an outright gift of $200,000,000 
accrued interest and fixing the t o t a l 1 
funded principal at $4,025,000,000 with 
repaym ent in 62 years interest being 
fixed a t one-half percent the first year 
and for the succeeding 12 years an 
increase in the interest rate of one- 
fourth of one-per-cent each year. After 
the thirteenth year the entire loan 
would bear 3 1-2 percent. 
Caillaux replied to this by boosting 
his'original offer so that France would 
contemplate paym ents of $6,220,000,- 
000 over a period of 68 years. This 
figured out coldly would mean that 
France actually would pay back to 
the United States government only 
$1,750,000,000 of approxim ately $3,- 
341,000,000 borrowed from us and in­ 
terest paym ents would be at an an­ 
nual rate of only one percent. 
This stop-gap “basis of settlem ent’’ 
was proposed to the French mission 
by the American commission yester­ 
day when the negotiations stood at 
the brink of failure and was accepted 
by Joseph Caillaux, minister of fin­ 
ance of France with the plain stated 
m ent that he could not agree to it, 
but would submit it to the French 
government. Caillaux left W ashington 
for France by way of New York at 
7:45 a. rn. today. 
The negotiations failed of their m a­ 
jor objective which was full and final 
' settlem ent of the whole debt, but 
m embers of the American Commission 
say that the negotiations cannot be 
considered entirely a failure., 
If the proposal fails of ratification 
either in congress or in the French 
parliament, the status of the debt is 
identical with what it was 
before 
Minister Caillaux came to the United 
States and the negotiations In th y 
‘ case would have ended in complete 
failure. 
The adm inistration is expected th 
recommend ratification of the ten ta­ 
tive settlem ent when congress con­ 
venes this winter, because it was ad­ 
vanced in good faith by the American 
side as a tem porary arrangem ent foi 
disposition of the debt question. 
The $40,000,000 annual payment is 
to be considered as full annual interest

W oolw orth, five and ten 
cent store founder.

E n righ t took direct control of the 
case upon which a large force of 
detectives, 
including 
city, hotel 
and 
insurance 
company agents, 
have begun investigation. 
The fact that the two largest pearls 
in one of the necklaces stolen from 
the Donahue suite in the Hotel Plaza 
had arrived from 'Paris only twenty- 
four hours before the robbery, led 
police to the theory that the jewels 
were followed from abroad. 
The thieves accurately timed the 
robbery to ten or 20 minutes when 
Mrs. Donahue was in her bath T hurs­ 
day and displayed a shrewd know­ 
ledge of jewels. 
They discarded four 
ropes of imitation pearls, which were 
so perfect as to confuse even an ex­ 
pert.

The necklaces, a large diamond rs»T 
and som e comparatively minor trin­ 
kets, made up the loot which was fully 
insured. 
The two pearls w ere strung by Car­ 
tier a few hours before the robbery.

T H E STARS T H I S W E E K . 
THUE two planets Venus and Saturn are very 
close 
to-

gcther now in the western sky. The lower and brighter 
one is Yen -s. 
Night by night Venus will move farther to 
left of Saturn. 
Both are moving round the sun in the same direction as , 
the earth. 
But Venus travels twenty-two miles a second, 
and Saturn in ly six miles a second. 
T hat is why Saturn 
is so quickly left behind. 
Saturn will soon appear only in the twilight, and by*the 
end of November it will he lost to sight in the brilliance of 
the sunset. 
But, Venus moves so as to keep just outside 
t ’..e twilight limit for several months. 
Saturn is the planet with the wonderful rings. 
P ro ­ 
found mathematical analysis has revealed 
that . they 
are 
swarms of tiny moons circling about the planet. 
But they 
look like solid rings to us, and if we could see them from 
the surface of the planet itself we should think the sky was 
filled with the most wonderful gleaming rainbows, hut the 
bands of light would he without color. 
T ry to get a look 
st Saturn through a good telescope, for it will soon leave 
the evening sky for eight months. 
You will need a tele­ 
scope that will make a distant tree look like at least fifteen 
times as high as it seems to the unaided eye in order to see 
the planet well. 
The riu^s were first seen by Galilei) in 1610, but as they 
were like nothing else in the known universe, and as his 
telescope (just invented) was none too good, he could not 
make out w ha t they were. 
W hen he looked at them again 
after the planet’s long disappearance, like the one now im­ 
pending, the rings were turned with their edges toward 
tlie earth, and he could not see them at all. 
“Some demon 
mocked me,” he declared. 
The rings are now tipped in a 
very favorable position for observation

S C H O O L teacher was remarking some days ago, that 
children were declining to be considered children at a 


quite early age now.
